I, Farzad E. Amini, Reg. No. 42,261, a partner in Blakely, Sokoloff, Taylor & Zafman 
LLP (the "firm"), am an attorney of record in the prosecution of U.S. Application No. 
10/028,414 (Attorney's Docket No. 42390.P13155). This information, namely the Serial No. 
and Attorney's Docket No., was entered into the firm's electronic docketing database, which 
tracks the status of pending patent applications being prosecuted by the firm, at least as early 
as January 9, 2002, as evidenced by a database record for Docket No. 42390.P13155 a copy 
of which is enclosed. I was therefore surprised that a Notice of Abandonment under 37 CFR 
§ 1.53(f) or (g) was received from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office dated November 24, 
2003, notifying me that the subject application had gone abandoned for failure to respond to a 
Notice to File Missing Parts dated January 28, 2002.
